Jury Rules in Favor of 
Fired County Worker 


An additional 3700 patrol 


_hours have been scheduled 


for Michigan State Police 
troopers as part of the 
Operation CARE effort this 
Labor Day holiday, Col. 
Gerald L. Hough, depart- 
ment director, reported. 

A record number of 
motorists are expected ty 
travel the highways over the 
holiday weekend. State 
Police will patrol 87 seg- 
ments of targeted highways 
totalling 3500 miles, en- 
forcing the 55 mph speed 
limit and safety belt laws, 
and arresting intoxicated 
driver. 

“Nineteen people died on 
Michigan’s highways last 
Labor Day weekend. By 
obeying speed limits, wear- 
ing safety belts, and refrain- 
ing from drinking and 
driving, citizens can reduce 


the number of fatalities,” 
Hough advised. He em- 
phasized the importance of 
being alert to pedestrian, 
bicycle, and motorcycle 
traffic, noting that two 
bicyclists, six pedestrians, 
and a motorcyclist were 
among the fatalities last 
year. % 

Forty eight states are par- 
ticipating: in Operation 
CARE (Combined Accident 
Reduction Effort) in an ef- 
fort to hold the line on traffic 
casualities. Fifty volunteer 
groups will serve refresh- 
ménts at motorist safety 
breaks at 59 rest areas 
throughout the state as part 
of the program.

AU.S. District Court jury ruled in favor of 
a Grayling woman who claimed her civil 
rights were violated because of her political 
activity 

Carol Conklin charged Republicans Joe 
Wakeley, county treasurer, Leo Lovely, for- 
mer county clerk, and John Huss, county 
prosecutor, conspired to fire her from her 
county clerical job because she backed 
Democrat Alton T. Davis in the 1980 cam- 
paign for county prosecutor. 

A six-person jury ruled unanimously in 
favor of Conklin, who may be entitled to 
more than $40,000 in back wages. Conklin 
had started work in the county clerk’s and 
treasurer’s offices in June, 1980, and was 
fired Dec. 1, 1980. 

Conklin said no reasons were given for her 
firing. She said both Wakeley and Lovely 


called her the same evening and only told 
her the decision to let her go came from a 
higher authority. 

The Crawford County Board of Com- 
missioners voted iast Thursday to appeal 
the decision. Mary Harland, board chair- 
person, said county attorneys have advised 
all county officials involved not to comment 
on the case while it is being appealed. She 
did say, however, that the county is not in- 
sured for civil suits. 

Conklin’s attorney, Donald Greenspon, of 
Detroit, said he may ask the judge to rein- 
state Conklin to her county job. Conklin said 
Monday morning she would be interested in 
having her county job back. 

The appeal process could take a year toa 
year and a half before another verdict is 
reached.

The announcement was 
made Friday by the county 
Social Services Board com- 
posed of Carroll Wert, Donna 
Gwilt and Don Geiss. Mich- 
igan State Department of 
Social Services director Dr. 
Agnes Mansour made the 
appointment on the basis of a 
recommendation from the 
local board. 

Porter has been with the 
department since 1974 
beginning with the position 
of children’s services worker 
in Roscommon. He moved to 
the Crawford County office 
of the department in May of 
1977 as an assistance pay- 
ments Services supervisor. 

Until his appointment, 
Porter was program ser- 
vices supervisor responsible 
for the assistance payments 
staff and related programs. 
Tnose programs were the 
aid to dependent children, 
medicaid, food stamps, 
general assistance and 
emergency needs. In ad- 
dition he was responsible for 
the administration of the 
children’s protective ser- 
vices, adult protective ser- 
vices, children’s foster care, 
foster care licensing and 
delinquency services. 

Porter also was responsi- 
ble for the obtaining of funds 
and the creation, implemen- 
tation and monitoring of ail 
service contracts.

In his new role, Porter will 
direct a staff of 20 persons in 
the Crawford County office 
and will be secretary to the 
county board. He is active in 
community organizations 
and has recently been 
named to the Grayling 
Chamber of Commerce In- 
dustrial Development Com- 
mittee by chamber execu- 
tive director Terry Wright. 


The Crawford County 
board’s recommendation 
came about as a result of 
state law which requires that 
the board interview candi- 
dates who are eligible for the 
position through Civil Ser- 
vice.

Georgia-Pacific representa- 
tives will meet with Beaver Creek 
Township, county, and civic group 
leaders Thursday to discuss the 
possibility of building a resin 
manufacturing facility here. 

Beth Zoffman, from Georgia- 
Pacific corporation headqarters in 
Atlanta, Georgia, said the tentative 
site for the plant is an industrial 
zoned parcel in the vicinity of the 
Weyerhaeuser plant in Beaver 
Creek Township. 


The plant would produce wood 
adhesives that could be used by 
Weyerhaeuser in making its Struc- 
turwood. 

The plant would employ about 25 


persons, Zoffman said, but she em- 
phasized that Georgia-Pacific offi- 
cials will present the entire 


proposal Thursday in several meet-

ings. They are scheduled to meet 
with Chamber of Commerce, 
Rotary, and Kiwanis members in 
the morning at the Grayling 
Holiday Inn, Beaver Creek Town- 
ship officials during the morning, 
and with the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners at 1:30 
p.m. at the courthouse. 

The plant is reportedly similar to 
the one proposed for Gaylord by 
Borden. Construction for that plant 
in Gaylord was halted because the 
site is zoned light manufacturing 
and the Borden chemical plant was 
ruled an industrial use by the Ot- 
sego County Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals. 

Zoffman said Georgia-Pacific 
owns 14 resin manufacturing 
plants. They also own 142 wood 
distribution centers including one 
in Grayling.

“Welcome to Grayling, sorry for the 
weather,” began Grayling Mayor Sandy 
Thompson in his welcoming comments to 


- the third and final increment of Ohio Army 


National Guardsman to arrive at Camp 
Grayling for Annual Training 1985. 

The weather had been muggy, rainy, and 
quite a bit colder than the hot August 
weather the Guardsmen had left behind in 
Ohio. But it was the kind of weather that 
makes for realistic field training, and that’s 
what the Guardsmen had come to town for. 

Commenting further, Thompson said,

The Guardsmen, members of Ohio’s 
Troop Command Headquarters and attach- 
ed elements, arrived at Camp Grayling for 
their annual training on August 17th.

A mural painting, 
depicting the early lum- 
bering days of Grayling, 
has been finished and is 
now adorning the west 
wall of the post office. 
Its area is 12 feet by 5 
feet and covers ap- 
proximately 56 square 
feet. The painting is on 
canvas and shows views 


of many early lumbering 
operations. In the 
foreground are men 
sawing a log, others are 
loading, some are piling 
and a dummy 
locomotive hauling a 
load is seen in the 
background. In the 
lower right hand corner 
is a picture of Shop- 
penagons, who had 
much in common with 
the development and 
operations of the timber 
and lumber activities in 
and about Grayling, In 
his hand he is holding a 
grayling, a native fish of 
the AuSable River, after 
which Grayling is 
named. The medium 
execution, according to 
Robert L. Lepper, artist 
who made the painting, 
is an emulsion of egg, 
varnish and water with 
which the colors are 
ground. These are in 
turn glazed with oil 


colors. The method is on 


one employed by Italian 
and Flemish masters, 
and antedates oil paint- 
ing.

I find it impossible to sympathize with 
“workers” who have a minimum wage of 
$40,000 a year, an average paycheck of 
$329,408 per year, and some contracts that 
pay up to $2 million a year. 

I also find it impossible to sympathize 
with baseball owners, when the primaty 
concern seems to be television revenue in 
the tens-of-millions of dollars, and where 
franchises are sold for $20 to $30 to $50 
million or more, and not as a way to make 
a living for the owners, but in most cases 
as ahobby. , 

Sport left baseball some time ago, in my 
opinion: Let ’em strike.

I SEE BY the papers where a group of 

peace activists was fired upon while 


promoting peace along the Costa Rica-. 


Nicaragua border, held ‘‘captive” for ‘a 
day, and then released. 

The details are fuzzy, and likely will 
remain so — as all details in Central 
America seem to be. There was early un- 
certainty about who did the firing, how 
much firing was done, who did the detain- 
ing, whether it was hostile, whether the 
whole thing was stage-managed, etc., etc., 
etc. . 

One of the most intriguing aspects to me 
was that the group contained 29 American 
peace activists, and either 14 or 18 jour- 
nalists. That’s about one journalist for 
every two peace proponents — which 
seems to me to point up that the real pur- 
pose of the exercise was not peace but 


publicity — or peace through publicity, . 


perhaps. 

What were they doing in a combat area 
in the first place? There should be no sur- 
prise if someone is injured; frequently 
people are hurt in revolutions. Sometimes 
people even get killed. 


Nearly all states are now involved in 
programs of some kind to promote ex- 
ports, with 30 having established overseas 
representation, according to a report pre- 
sented at a recent meeting of the National 
Governors’ Association. 

The survey by the group’s Committee on 
International Trade and Foreign Relations 
showed 49 states holding export seminars, 
45 states using computers to match export- 
ers with trade prospects and 10 states (in- 
cluding Michigan) are operating export 
finance programs to help companies with 
overseas Sales. 

Noting the record $123.3 billion U.S. 
trade deficit in 1984, the report said “a 
growing export sector is essential to the 
long-term health of the U.S, economy.”’ 

The report said overseas visits by 
governors leading trade delegations are 
highly successful in fostering close 
economic relationships. 

Trade shows and regional export ven- 
tures, such as the Great Lakes Com- 
mission, are also helpful, the report said. 

The report added the auto industry is the 
third largest source of the trade deficit (af- 
ter consumer goods and petroleum 
products) and is rapidly getting worse, 
more than doubling to a deficit of $35.9 
billion in 1984 compared to 1982. 

That has contributed to a slower growth 
in exports of Michigan manufactured 
goods. 

The state ranked fifth in such exports in 
1981, but had grown at about half the rate 
of the nation as a whole from four years 
earlier, 

The report said an important source of 
trade revenue is tourism, which was the 
largest export service industry, con-

LEGISLATION ENACTED TO PROVIDE 
GREAT LAKES PROTECTIONS 

Governor James Blanchard has signed 
into law legislation designed to protect the 
Great Lakes from diversion plans and to 
guard their water quality. 

The signing of the bills represents Mich- 
igan’s first action toward fulfilling goats 
outlined in the Great Lakes Charter signed 
in February by the Governor and heads of 
either of the other states and Canadian 
provinces. 

“The Great Lakes state strengthens its 
position of leadership in water manage- 
ment and protection with the enactment of 
these new laws. We are sending the strong- 
est possible signal to our neighbors in the 
region and to the Sunbelt states that we 
will fignt diversion of our precious water 
resources,” Blanchard said. 

One act sets a three-year moratorium on 
diversions from the Great Lakes to areas 
outside the lakes’ basin. 

The second act adds additional repre- 
sentatives of the Governor and legislative 
leadership as members of the interstate 
Great Lakes Compact to restrict water 
diversion. 

The final measure designates a new Of- 
fice of the Great Lakes as the state’s lead 
agency for protection and development of 
the waters while requiring studies on 
research needs and of an annual report by 
the Governor on the state of the lakes.

This drive is essentially 
the same one that was waged 
a few years ago.

Ironically, until ‘69, Mich- 
igan operated with a part- 
time legislature, until a new 
state constitution opened the 
door for a switch to full time. 
Some would argue that state 
pols still only work part-time 
since they’re in session less 
than six full weeks yearly.

Commission unanimously 
approved a mourning dove 
hunting season for this fail. 
Michigan thereby becomes 
the 36th state to recognize 
the bird as a game animal. 

Certain groups and in- 
dividuals are bitterly op- 
posed to such a- hunt, 
generally for one of two 
reasons; 1) People suppor- 
tive of animals rights oppose 
any activity which is con- 
trary to an individual 
animal’s right to life. 2) 
People whose present level 
of understanding of dove 
population leads them to 
believe additional losses of 
doves through hunting would 
threaten the population. 

The first group has a set of 
mind that will never change. 

They are against all hun- 
ting, trapping, and fishing. 

The second group may not 
be fully aware of the 
dynamics of the dove 
population. 

Nationally, hunting has 
not impacted the annual 
breeding population of 
doves. Factors such as 
weather and disease are the 
major controlling influen- 
ces, The peak fall 
population is reduced by 
70% each year by the time 
spring breeding begins. 
This is true with or without 
hunting. Hunting accounts 
for only a small percentage 
of the annual mortality (less 
than ten percent). Dove 
populations are independent 
of hunting pressure - 
population trends are the 
same in states with and 
without dove seasons. 

Fears that doves nesting, 
in persons backyard will be 
shot are statistically un- 
founded. Indiana has found 
that 81% of doves were 
located in cropland, 5% 
around farm lots, 7% in 
suburban areas and 7% in 
cities. Most hunters ‘are 
considerate and wouldn’t 
dream of shooting a dove on 
a feeder or powerline. 

Biologically sound, the 
dove hunting debate is social 
in nature. It is good to 
remember that no species of 
animal has become extinct 
through regulated sport hun- 
ting,
